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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose, singly or in combination, a coupler as 
claimed in detail in claim 1 or claim 8. 

The closest prior art includes Hardy (US 290,045) and Cupit (US 3,680,896). 

Regarding claim 1 , neither Hardy nor Cupit teach or fairly suggest the limitations 
"wherein the angled wide end includes an alignment feature for fixing the rotational 
position of the coupler about the centerline, the alignment feature including a tab 
projecting from the angled section essentially parallel to the centerline and having an 
axial slot sized to receive a nib fixed with respect to the opening." 

Regarding claim 8, neither Hardy nor Cupit teach or fairly suggest the limitations 
"wherein the angled section wide end defines a circular face groove having an o-ring 
disposed in the face groove." While a circular face groove having an o-ring therein is 
well known, such claimed in combination with the other limitations posited in claim 8 is 
not. And it is not considered obvious to modify the angled section wide end of Hardy or 
Cupit with a circular face groove having an o-ring therein.
